Catholic Service to Mark Hun- 
dredth Anniversary of Bishop 
Dubourg’s Arrival. 


HISTORY OF CHURCH HERE 


Memorial Sketch of Early Strug- 
gles Issued by Catholic | 


Society. 


Catholics from many of the 100 or 
more parishes in St. Louis and its 
western suburbs will attend the cen- 
tennial celebration to be held this 
morning in the Old Cathedral, Sec- 
ond and Walnut streets, to mark the 
one hundredth anniversary of the 
arrival of Bishop William Louis Du- 
bourg.in St. Louis. 

Bishop Dubourg’s arrival on Jan. 
5, 1818, signalized the beginning of 
the systematic work of building up | 
the Catholic Churcn in St. Louis. 
Sixteen years later the Old Cathedral, 
now the Church of St. Louis of 
France, was built by Bishop Rosati. 

Bishop J. J. Harty of Omaha, for- 
merly-Archbishop of Manila, who is 
a native of this city and who organ- 
ized St. Leo’s parish here, will be 
celebrant of the solemn pontifical 
mass, and Archbishop Glennon will 
preside. Assistants in the ceremony 
will be the Rev. Fathers Ryan, Lem- 
kes, Dooley, McGlynn, Souvay, Bur- 
rowes, Macke, Brennan, Amsinger 
and Spencer. The mass will begin 
at 10 o’clock. 

Archbishop Glennon will preach 
the sermon. At the New Cathedral, 


at 4 o'clock this afternoon, Mgr. P. 
W. Tallon, pastor of Visitation 
Church, and president of the Ken-. 
rick Seminary Board, will preach. 
Besides Bishop Harty, four other 
Bishops are expected to attend the 
day’s ceremonies. They are Bishops 


Lillis of Kansas City, Hennessy of 
Wichita; Cunningham of Concordia, | 
Kan., ang Ward of Leavenworth, | 
Kan. | 
The Catholic Historical Society of | 
St. Louis, which was organized last | 
February, has issued an illustrated 
hooklet entitled ‘“‘Memorial Sketch of 
Bishop Dubourg, and What His Com- 
ing Meant to St. Louis.”’ 

Sketch of Bishop Dubourg. 
The text was written by the Rev. 
Father John Rothensteiner, secretary | 
of the society, and is herewith re- | 
printed in part as follows: | 
Under U. 8S. Control. 

“When in 1803 the United States 
assumed control over the vast terri- | 
tory called Louisiana, the entire care | 

for 


the church and its clergy auto- | 
matically devolved upon the Catholic | 
people. The church property of the 
Catholic parishes of Ste. Genevieve, 
St. Louis, St, Charles, St. Ferdinand, 
Portage, New Madrid and Little Prai- 
rie was transferred to the Catholics | 
| of these parishes, but the usual sup- | 
|port in- the form of fixed salaries 
, ceased at once. The blight of pover- | 
| ty fell upon the church. Many of the | 
priests, who had been accustomed to | 
_an assured income, left their posts| 
‘and returned to Spain or Cuba. It 
may not have been the fear of pov- | 
erty so much as the utter aversion of | 
the Spaniard for the American re- | 
gime, that brought about this la- 
mentable defection; yet we hail with | 
deepest gratitudé the few who re-| 
mained faithful to their trust: Father 
James Maxwell of Ste. Genevieve and 
Father Donatien Olivier, the saintly’ 
cure of Prairie du Rocher, both of 
whom, at stated times, visited St. 
Louis for priestly ministrations. The 
parish priest of St. Louis, Father 
Jahin, had gone away with the rest. 
| “On Dec. 6, 1806, Father Thomas 
|I'lynn assumed the care of the aban- 
doned parish. He was of Irish 
descent, but educated in Spain and 
sent to the mission in America. In 
this period of transition the church 
of St. Louis was indeed forlorn. 
Father Maxwell, pastor of Ste. Gene- 
vieve and ‘Vicar General of the | 
Bishop of Louisiana and Archbishop | 
of Guatemala,’ as Bishop Cardenas | 
styled himself, held the jurisdiction. | 
But with the Bishop of Baltimore ex- | 
tending his power to the newly ac-| 
quired territories and with the gen- 
eral disorganization of ecclesiastical | 
affairs, brought on by the political | 
events of the few years preceding, it | 
is not. surprising that wandering | 
priests intruded themselves into va- 
cant parishes. 

“Father Flynn left St.. Louis Jan. 
2, 1808. During the summer of! 
1809 the Trappists of Florrisant, P. | 
Urban Guillet and -: Joseph Marie | 
Dunand, began to visit the forsaken | 
flock of St. Louis. Vicar General | 
Maxwell also officiated at times and. 
after the Trappists had retired to 
the Great Mound in Illinois, Father | 
Savine, the Parish priest of Cahokia, | 
came to St. Louis the third Sunday | 
of each month. This arrangement | 
was kept up for five years, until | 
1817. St. Louis was at that time a 
town of about 2000 inhabitants. Its’ 
people were good-natured, hospita- | 
ble and pleasure-loving, but rather 
weak in retigious life and energy. It 
was the dark hour just before the. 
break of day. The first ray of hope

“History will not question. his 
claim to a monopoly of the epithet 
which he applied to you. Germany 
did not have the wit to see or the 
knowledge of history of the Anglo- 
Saxon nations to know that there 
might have been times when other 
nations had kicked them once, but 
no nation dared to kick them twice.’ 

The entrance of the United States 
into the war, Sir Frederick said, has 
given anf will continue to give a 
great store of hope to England. He 
described the changes which the war 
has wrought in England and said that 
it had been transformed from a 
country of happy, carefree people, 
to a nation of sufferers. 

“Tt has changed so much you 
would hardly know it,’”’ he said. ‘‘The 
toll of blood has been terrible, and 
has left the streets crowded with 
maimed and wounded.” 

Lacks Knowledge of History. 

Referring to the participation of 
this country in the war, Sir Fredericx 
said that we ‘‘are slow to start a 
quarrel, but that Germany had again 
shown .her lack of knowledge of his- 
tory. which makes it clear that the 
United States has never been defeat- 
ed in a war.” 

‘The alliance of the United States 
with England,” he declared,” has 
meant more than any other alliance 
in the world, and there is no reason 
why the understanding now happily 
cemented, should not last forever. 
Our differences have partly been his- 
torical and those that have existed 
have been superficial. I say this 
after careful study. There is no dif- 
ference in our outlook on public af- 
fairs which should divide your coun- 
try with mine at this moment. 

“My friends, England needed a 
friend, a great quarrel has sprung 
up, we have relied on you and you 
have responded. Your period of suf 
fering is. yet to come, but in the 
bloody horrors which will follow, I 
know that you will get an even high- 
ay gtanda;d of courecs than kas been 
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of the sons of the two great English 
speaking nations flow together for 
the security of the world. 

“The words of Milton, most ef- 
fectively express the action of your 
‘country in coming into the war. ‘Oh, 
noble and puissant nation; rising like 
a strong man after a sleep, and shak- 
ing her invincible locks.’’ : 

Wounded French and English so]- 
diers always have the pleasant pros- 
pect of being taken home among 
those they loved, Sir Frederick said. 

“This precious solace,” he con- 
tinued, “‘will not be vouchsafed to 
your troops, who must suffer far 
from their native land. While there 
is nothing that will quite make up 
for the tender care and loving se- 
licitude of their families, as an En- 
glishman I pledge you my woré 
that any of the American boys who 
come to England will receive the 
same brotherly and sisterly affec- 
tion that our own boys do.” 

In concluding, Sir Frederick said: 

“Let me leave, this hope with you 
before I go, that through this war 
a peace permanent enough to give 
ample compensation for the horrors 
we have endured, will be effected.” 

Sir Frederick concluded a _ visit 
to St. Louis of two days, at midnight 
last night, when he departed for 
Chicago. He is accompanied by 
Harold Smith, his brother, a mem- 
ber of the British Parliament and 
King’s Messenger in the English 
navy, and Col. Merewether of the 
British army. He arrived in the 
United States Christmas day to con- 
fer with the Attorney-General of the 
United States on problems growing 
out of this country’s participation in 
the war. 


TEN ARTILLERYMEN RELIEVED

Men Convicted by “Capricious Con- 
duct of Inexperienced Officer,” 
Restored to Duty. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The War 
Department has annulled courtmar- 
tiul proceedings against 10 enlisted 
men of Batalion A. Eighteenth Field 
Artillery, regular army, convicted on 
charges of mutinous conduct.

WIFE IN 
SUIT FOR SON S CUSTODY 


Alton Judge, Who Hears Testi- 
mony Involving. Physician, 
Advises Reconciliation. 


Ray H. Scowden, an Alton elec- 
tricilan, yesterday made an accusa- 


tion of misconduct against his wife, 
Eunice Scowden, 24 years old, and 
Dr. Gerhardt Taphorn, 54, a leading 
‘physician, in his testimony in the 
Alton City Court. The case on trial 
was a habeas corpus suit filed 
against Scowden by his wife for the 
possession of their son, Eugene, 3. 

Scowden filed suit for $25,000: 
damages against Dr. Taphorn in the 
Circuit Court at Edwardsville 
Wednesday. The allegations were 
not made public. 

Dr. Taphorn, who is the owner 
of the Taphorn Building and a bank 
director, said at that time that he 
considered the suit blackmail, and 
would resist it. He said he had been 
treating Mrs. Scowden for a. year 
and a half, for an ailment which 
could be cured by an operati¢n, but 
that Scowden had objected to the 
operation. He said a lawyer called 
him up in December, and said Scow- 
den was going to sue him on ac- 
count of Mrs. Scowden, and asked 
him what he was going to do about 
it. The physician replied that he 
was not going to do anything. 

Dr. Taphorn appeared in court 
yesterday and sat near Mrs. Scow- 
den. An objection was made to his 
sitting there, but the Court held that 
he was an interested- party.

Scowden testified that after his 
wife left their home Sunday after- 
noon, Dec. 16, he followed her to Dr.

SENATOR SMOOT PROPOSES NEW 
SYSTEM OF INCOME TAXES 


Declares Present War Tax Law Is 
Unworkable and Imposes Dis- 
criminatory Tariffs. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Declar- 
ing the present war tax law not only 
unworkable but imposes discrimina- 
tory taxes, Senator Smoot today in- 
troduced amendments establishing 
a new system of income taxes. 

“My amendment provides a taxing 
system that any ordinary business 
man or individual can understand,”’ 
said Senator Smoot. “Every indi- 
vidual in business or as a member of 
a partnershi, is treated alike. Every 
corporation is taxed upon the same 
basis, and the questions of capital 
invested, watered stock and bonded 
indebtedness do not enter into the 
question of the amount of tax to be 
imposed. Subnormal businesses 
during the pre-war period are treat- 
ed on the same basis as normal busi- 
nesses of like character.” 

The Senator contends his ,propos- 
als would not affect the revenue ob- 
tained under existing law, but would 
simplify the method of collecting. 
They include repeal of the zone sys- 
tem and increased postal rates on 
second-class mail.

There was so 
much indignation in Norway, he re- 
lated, that Norwegians also black- 
listed the concern, even to refusing 
it railway transportation facilities. 
Swedish Queen Criticised. 

The commercial interests in Swed- 
en want Germany to win, because of 
their close financial relations, he said, 
although the common people are 
strongly pro-ally. The Queen of 
Sweden, who was a German Prin- 
cess, Was accused last summer of 
sending a trainload of food to her 
relatives in Germany, although the 
poorer Swedes were suffering for 
supplies. There was such an out- 
burst of proteSt that a royal denial 
was iasued, Vold said. 

The feasability of declaring war on 
Germany has been discussed by the 
Norwegian military authorities, he 
asserted, but it was decided that it 
would be disastrous because of Nor- 
way’s smail army (150,000 men), its 
long coast line, and its accessibility 
to German aircraft. 

All the Scandinavian people be- 
lieve the allies will win, he said, but 
they believe it wilknot be in less than 
two years.

New York dealer, who purchased 
cloth for foreign armies, charged 
that an unnecessary woo! shortage 
‘“scare’’ was created to increase the 
use of wool shoddy, orderec for 
army garménts by the Supplies Com- 
mittee. 

Col. Lindsley contradicted the re- 
cent testimony of Vice Chairman 
Eisenman of the Supplies Commit- 
tee, that the committee had obtained 
an abundance of cloth for army 
needs. He said there now is a short- 
age of 1,000,000 yards of cloth and 
that the Supplies Committee system 
was responsible for both delays and 
friction. 

Garment manufacturers, the wit- 
ness declared, are without sufficient 
cloth to keep their factories working 
to capacity, and in that connection 
he said that “haggling” by the com- 
mittee with the American Woolen 
Co. last summer over prices had 
caused a loss to the Government of 
3,000,000 yards of cloth, many looms 
being idle for two or three months. 
Strikes of garment makers also have 
caused some delay, he said. 

Bianchi said the wool] shortage 
“acare,”’ as he termed it, was in the 
‘Interest of manufacturers of shoddy 
garments. Many American cloth 
makers, he testificd, do not have 
factories equipped to make all-wool 
garments and therefore could not 
have shared in the war contracts if 
shoddy had not been approved for 
army clothing. European armies, 
he asserted, are better clothed than 
American soldiers and he severely 
criticised the use of shoddy, déclar- 
ing it wholly unnecessary. 

Chairman Chamberlain announced 
that discrepancies in the testimony 
of Eisenman and Quartermaster- 
General Sharpe regarding responsi- 
bility for the clothing shortage are 
to be cleared up by reports of cloth 
deliveries which both are obtaining 
for the committee. Each has placed 
the responsibility on the other. 

It also was announced that the 
committee had .sked Secretary Bak- 
er for a complete report as to any 
Clothing shortages in- the training 
Camps on Jan. 1. Previous reports 
have dealt with conditions as they 
existed some time ago. 

Conclusion of the entire army in- 
quiry late next week or during the 
following week is planned. Inquiry 
into the clothing situation, which 
will be resumed Monday, is to be 
followed by investigation of canton- 
ment contracts and the aviation 
service, including progress on the 
new liberty motor.

and held that Slate may be prevent- 
ed from presiding at the remaining 
State graft trials by a writ of prohi- 
bition. The opinion was unanimous. 
It was written by Judge R. F. Walk- 
er and concurred in by Judges 
Faris and Williams. 

Howell and Ewing were fined $50 
each by Slate and on refusal to pay 
were ordered to jail because they 
declined to proceed with the trial 
of John W. Scott, charged with 
stealing State coal, after Slate had 
refused to disqualify himself and 
had refused permission for the 
State’s attorneys to appiy to the Su- 
preme Court for a writ of manda- 
mus on the ground that Slate was 
prejudiced and would not give the 
State a fair trial. 

The charge of prejudice was 
lodged against Judge Slate after rul- 
ings on the submission of collateral 
evidence. He ruled out collateral 
evidence in the first trial of Scott, 
in which the latter was acquitted, 
then admitted similar evidence in 
the trial of Dr. J. C. Welch for brib- 
ery and ruled it out again in the sec- 
ond trial of Scott.

Festival contribution lists are still 
out and on a considerable number of 
these contributions doubtless have 
been made. It is especially desired 
that all contributions be in the office 
of the Post-Dispatch, if possible, be- 
fore Jan. 10, the date that the last 
of the Christmas Festival bills will 
be paid. 

It is preferred that they be mailed 
or brought in, but if neither should 
not be convenient to anyone a repre- 
sentative of the Post-Dispatch will 
call, with credential, upon a request 
by telephone. Call either Olive or 
Main 6600 and ask for the Christmas 
Festival department. 

The Christmas Festival fund has 
passed $11,500 and is within about 
$700 of the total of the largest fes- 
tival fund ever raised. In 1914, when 
the total was $12,212, there was 
received from benefit entertainments 
$1400, and the Post-Dispatch con- 
tributed $1000 instead of its usual 
$500 to the fund. The total of un- 
usual contributions therefore was 
$1900, the individual contributions 
amounting to only about $10,300. 
This year only $40 has been received 
from benefit entertainments. It will 
thus be seen that this year’s indi- 
vidual contributions break all rec- 
ords by more than $1200. 

The contribution lists went out late 
and have been coming in late and in 
such surprisingly large numbers 
that no safe prediction can be made 
as to what the final total of the fund 
will be, though it is expected to 
Stop under $12,000. Never before 
have so many contributions been re- 
ceived, and never before have there 
been so many sreall contributions. 
These facts are especially pleasing to 
the Festival Committee, which hopes 
eventually to have the fund made 
up of 10-cent contributions. 

When all of the lists are in a 
statement will be prepared and pub- 
lished as to the total number of this 
year’s contributors and the average 
amount of their contributions. It is 
already certain that the average will 
be well under last year’s figure of 
60 cents, and that last year’s total 
of about 17,000 contributors will be 
considerably exceeded. i 

Figures on the cost of the Festival 
are not yet complete, but there will 
be a surplus to carry over to start 
next year’s fund. This probably will 
be used either to give the children a 
better Christmas than ever before, or 


‘to reduce the total of contributions 


asked for next year, dependent upon 
conditions a year hence.

carry their stocks or bonds or to meet 
their’ business obligations. In either | 
ease, securities must be turned into. 
cash, on any terms obtainable, as the 
price of solvency. 

“Precisely that occurred jn all of, 
our own greater panics; in which, | 
however, the seemingly hopless sit- | 
vation was corrected through the help | 
of outside markets—sometimes  be-' 
cause of the abnormally, high bid: 
mad® for money, sometimes because | 
of the lower price at which securities | 
were offered. Even in such casés, it | 
was, after all, the world’s recognition | 
of intrinsic values which stopped the | 
fall in price. | 
“There has been no occasion in his- 
tory when investment securities were | 
sacrificed with so complete disregard | 
of intrinsic values as in July of 1914; | 
indeed it might be said of the market | 
of that period that, with the largest | 
holders, intrinsic values did not count | 
at all. But the reason for that sit- | 
uation was quite unmistakable. 
“Not only was every market of the} 
world confronted simultaneously with | 
the crisis, and not only had the home) 
and international credit system of | 
each broken down, but every market | 
then facing a state of war Knew that | 
enemy markets were at work throw- 
ing international securities upon it, 
With the purpose of drawing away 
the other side’s financial resources. | 

“Looked at in retrospect, the least 
surprising of all the financial and 
economic expedients ow that memora- 
ble week, Was the closing down of 
every great stock exchange in the 
world, | 

“But no situation even remotely re- 
sembling that of 1914 existed when 
prices were falling to seemingly un- 
limited depths, two or three weeks 
ago. The two legitimate explanations 
of the movement, in its earlier stages, 
had been the economic influence of 
the competition which the new Gov- 
*rnment loans presented, and the fi- 
nancial influence of the realizing | 
sales which many large capitalists | 
had deemed necessary, in preparing | 
for their taxes. To, both processes | 
there was a limit of normal operation, | 

“But the Stock Exchange, passing 
then intoa stage of purely psycholog- | 
ical excitement, reasoned and acted) 
as if every holder of investment | 
stocks and bonds was about to se]l | 
all that he had, whether with a view 
to hoarding the proceeds or to in- 
vesting in the war loans. 

“Yet any one man’s individual pol- 
icy and experience should have taught 
him .the total impossibility of any 
such result. The more heavily one 
investor or group of investors sold 
for such & purpose and the lower val- 
ves went, the greater became the in- 
ducement for another group to buy, | 
even when it previously might not. 
have meant to do so. 

“All this is already manifest to ev- | 
eryone from the market since the. 
middie of last week. To what extent.

Hoiisewives Urged to Insist That 
“Table Fowls Weigh 
Three Pounds. 


Housewives who wish to help re- 
HMeve the meat situation will buy 
three-pound broilers and fryers and 
refuse tv use “squab chickens” 


weighing a pound and one-half or 
less, say the dressed-poultry spe- 
cialists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

The serving of underdeveloped ‘or 
squab chickens in hotels, restaurants 
and homes, they regard as unpa- 
triotic because such chickens, if kept 
for four weeks longer, including two 
weeks of crate fleshing, will weigh 
about three pounds. Moreover, un- 
der proper feeding, the chicken 
makes the extra flesh largely from 
such by-products not ordinarily used 
for human food, as buttermilk, sour 
milk  skimmilk and low-grade 
grains. 

A three-pound broiler or fryer of 
one of the utility breeds. the spe- 
reaches this weight with 
a relatively less consumption of feed 
than the chicken which has been 
kept until it weighs four or five 
pounds. Up.to three pounds, more- 
over, chickéns of utility breeds 
make their flesh most effectively 
from feed. Above three pounds, 
every pound of grain required for its 
production about twice as much 
feed. This makes plain why the 
three-pound size always has been 
the favored bird in Europe, where 
both grain and meat have been less 
plentiful than in the United States. 
In the past, the demand in Europe 
has led to a heavy exportation of 
three-pound chickens. Such exports 
having ceased, these three-pound

Good caponizing instruments can be 
purchased at. reasonable prices. 
Complete instructions are always 
given by the manufacturers. The 
food value of/cockerels can be prac- 
tically doubled. The capons require 
less care than cockerels. In many 
markets they bring considerably 
more per pound . than other 
male birds. This is true espe- 
cially of the later hatched chicks, 
those that cannot be marketed as 
broilers until midsummer.

Concrete or Wire Floor 
Is Proof Against Rats 


The best protection against rats, 
civets and other similar animals in 
the poultry house itself is probably 
a good concrete floor. This Can be 
provided, of course, in an old house 
as well as in a new one. Some do 
not like concrete floors because they 
are themselves often damp and cold 
and cause dampness in the air and 
walls of the house. By putting 
about three inches of good, clean 
sand on concrete floors I have al- 
ways obviated these difficulties. On 
one occasion I built two houses at 
the same time. Under one I put 
a concrete floor and foundation. 
Under the other I placed a good 
stout wire floor, not merely poultry ;=—== 
netting.

| “Finer than Flaubert” and “The 
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Finest Thing Since the Confes- 
sions of St. Augustine,” said the 
critics of the writings of Giosue 
Borsi, who was killed leading his 
men in a perilous charge, and 
whose last letter to his: mother, 
revealing that he had a prevision 
of death, is regarded as a classic. 
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NTO the vast firmament of religious literature there has suddenly 
flashed a new star of the first magnitude. His name is Giosue 

Borsi. : 
When Lieut. Borsi of the Italian army fell at the age of 27 with 
a bullet through his brain, two years ago, two things were found 
upon him: Dante's “Divine Comedy,” stained with his heart’s 
blood, and a letter to his mother. That farewell letter—he had 
a@ presentiment that he would be killed—was such a wonderful document, 
not merely for the tenderness of the affection it breathed, not merely 
for the magnificent faith it expressd, not merely because it was devout, 
patriotic, heroic, but judged solely as a piece of literature, that it was 
published all over the world. And whosoever read it grieved that its 
writer could not have lived to enrich the world with more children of 

his brain. 

But Giosue Borsi had written other letters and had kept a sort of 
diary of his Colloquies with God. He had left also a few volumes of poems 
and some stories based on the lives of the saints. “Finer than Flaubert,” 
said the critics when his “Life of St. Christopher” appeared. 

“The finest thing since the Confessions of St. Augustine,” they said 
when they read the Colloquies and the letters. In Italy these are now in 
their hundredth edition, though it is scarcely a year since they were first 
published. They have just been translated into English by the Rev. Pas- 
quale Maltese, rector of St. Anthony’s Church, the Bronx, New York, and 
will be published in a few days by P. J. Kenedy & Sons. 


Giosue Borsi has been called the “new Christian miracle.” His brief 
life is soon told. His father was the famous anti-Clerical and atheistic 
editor, Averado Borsi of Leghorn, friend of Carducci and director of the 
Nuovo Giornale of Florence. His mother was a devout Christian. W- 
made his first communion, as most Italian boys do, but was brought up 
with the almost pagan views of his father. When scarcely out of his teens 
he began writing articles for his father’s paper, brilliant criticisms of art 
and literature and the drama. He published some verses, impeccable in 


_ their style, but erotic or frivolous in their content. He became the darling 


of the literary salons of Rome and Florence. His father died when he 
was 22 and he had to support his mother, sister and brother. The sister 
died two years later, in 1912, and the younger brother in 1913. These three 
deaths afflicted Giosue sorely and caused him to think deeply upon life 
and its inevitable end. He had been worldly and frivolous, but never 
really wicked, though in writing seven sonnets on the seven deadly sins 
he confessed that he had committed all of them except that of 
envy. 

Visiting the graves of his dear ones at San Miniato, he formed the ac- 
quaintance of the Franciscan fathers, with whom he became friendly and 
who sowed in him the seeds that bore fruit in: his conversion. 

In the summer of 1914 a young engineer named Ulivi startled the sci- 
entific world by announcing that he had discovered a method of exploding 


bombs at a great distance by wireless rays. At Florence he gave many . 


demonstrations, which won the faith of some distinguished officers of the 
army and navy. But Father Alfani, the illustrious scientist, cast doubt 
upon Ulivi and his explosions. Giosue Borsi took up the cudgels for his 
friend Ulivi, and for several months the scientific world was divided over 
the genuineness of the discovery. The controversy ended when Ulivi, on 
the eve of a test to which Father Alfani had challenged him, ran away— 
incidentally taking with him the daughter of a General who had been one 
of his most ardent backers—and the “discovery” was proven a fraud. 


This controversy brought young Borsi and Father Alfani into very 
close relations. The learned priest was able to dissipate the difficulties 


' that had for a year been fermenting in the young man’s brain. The- result 


was his conversion. 


And what a conversion it was! Young Borsi threw himself into the 
practice of religion with the ardor and enthusiasm of a St. Paul or Ignatius 
Loyola. After months of preparation he received confirmation from the 
hands of Cardinal Maffi. He burned the manuscripts of his pagan days; 
he plunged into study of the Bible and the writings of the fathers of the 
church; he became a member of the Third Order of St. Francis; he wrote 
pages replete with devout 
enthusiasm—pages that in- 
stantly recall the “Little 
Flowers of St. Francis,” and 
the “Confessions of 8t. 
Augustine’—he wrote and 
lectured upon the works of 
Dante, which he knew by 
heart and recited in a man- 
ner that won the admira- 
tion of great actors and ora- 
tors. 
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When Italy went into the war he rushed to the colors, won a com- 
mission, went to the front, published some war poems and was killed lead- 
ing his men in a perilous charge. 
Following are a few paragraphs from Giosue Borsi’s writings, trans- 
lated in part by Father Maltese. 


From the “Last Will and Testament.” 


All the goods of this world are a mixture of lees and pure wine, good or 
evil, according to the use one makes of them. So be convinced that 
the first condition of true wisdom is to understand that possession or de- 
privation of them are equally to be despised. In reality, grief and joy mean 
nothing but loss or gain of something good, so when you know that there 
is but one Good, you will have to fear but onc grief and hope for but one 
joy. That is why our happiness depends upon ourselves and we are the true 
and responsible architects of our own eternal destinies. 

Love and desire absolute beauty, absolute truth, absolute good; be 
not content with a little, for in comparison with infinity little is as 
nothing. P 

Only he who frequents them (the Sacraments) can know what a mighty 
aid to our weakness they are, and be in a position to judge with what 
prophetic and infallible knowledge of the human soul they were instituted. 

- They are like a ruler for drawing a straight line; where the line is crooked 
or wavering we are sure the hand has shaken. The Sacraments reveal 
man to himself. . 

It is the privilege of truth to be gay and innocent as a child, intrepid 
and inexorablé as an archangel. 

‘ Making use of reason to judge of matters of faith is just as silly and 
ridiculous as pretending to use the senses to perceive ideas. 

Before condemning the faith, learn to know it. Faith is sometimes 
content with very little, merely that it be not condemned by those who do 
not know it. “Seek and you shall find, ask and it shal! be given unto you; 
knock and it shall be opened.’’ You will then see that there is not a single 
valid argument or a single plausible objection against the Catholic faith and 
that in reality all that are raised against it arise from ignorance of it— 
all, without a single exception. 


From a Letter to Cardinal Maffi. , 

I feel that in this moment of tempestuous horror our fate is maturing. 
I feel that this is a decisive hour for all, for our Italy, for Europe, for 
Christianity, for the human races, and that all of us must strain our every 
faculty and exert ourselves to the utmost in order that Good may triumph, 
that a step may be taken towards the longed-for kingdom upon earth, that 
for the coming of which Jesus Himself has taught us to pray every day to 
our Father Who art in heaven. Ah! what would I give if I, too, might be 
among those who are contributing to this movement of universal renewal 
and regeneration, even though I were the most insignificant of all!

When Thou, O Lord, didst see that I was on the road to remaining 
forever a slave of sin and that if left to myself alone I should be lost 
beyond hope of redemption, then came the great blows of adversity. Lord, 
Thou hast deigned to remember me and with a sure hand Thou hast stricken 
me terribly many times; Thou hast made me weep; Thou hast humbled 
me; Thou hast made me perforce to walk and hast attached weights to my 
feet that my walking might be difficult and distressed.

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URING a battle on July 6, 1915, ome of our 
machines was strenuously at- 
tacked by German aviators, after it had been 
found hopeless to drive it away by gunfire. 
In those days the “spotters” had to be fighters, too, 
because aerial tactics had not developed into the fine 
art it is today. The pilot was Second Lieutenant 
Dwight Filley, R. F. C. (Special Reserve), and Lieut. 
Lambert Playfair (First Royal Scots and R. F. C.), 
was acting as observer. 


Their “spotting” had resulted in so many direct 
hits that, the anti-aircraft guns having proved inef- 
fectual, a number of German fighting machines were 
sent up to attack them. As one by one they rose to the 
attack the gallant pilot of the British machine, with 
a word through the speaking tube to his observer, 
_ made a drive which brought him alongside or above the 
enemy, and a fair supply of ammunition for the ma- 
chine gun being to hand, it was expended to such good 
purpose that one after another the Germans were 
compelled to retire. 


Down below the Germans were becoming greatly 
exasperated, and finally some officer sent up a couple 
of airplanes simultaneously, with orders to attack 
together. A final message was sent back to the bat- 
tery, and then, while a shell from one of the guns 
erashed on the spot indicated, Filley, without waiting 
for the Germans to attack him, swooped toward them 
to get in the first shots. It was a right royal battle 
while it lasted, but, unfortunately, it did not last very 
long. The British were badly outmatched, being short 
of ammunition and having two enemies to fight. 
Filley, however, maneuvered his machine so skillfully, 
and Playfair worked his gun so cleverly, that, but for 
an unlucky bullet from one of the German machines, 
they might have come off with flying colors. That 
bullet, however, put an end to Filley’s hopes, for Lieut. 
Playfair was killed in the very act of firing his gun. 

Practiced as he was in the ways of engines, Lieut. 
Filley realized that his engine had been damaged by 
some of the spraying bullets from the German gun. He 
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dead, and his one idea henceforth was to save his ma- 
chine. . 


The enemy, thinking that they now had him, closed 
in upon him, but the Lieutemant swung round, and, 
with his engine making weird noises, as though it re- 
sented being driven while so severely mauled, made 
for the British lines. Presently the Germans came 
within range of the British anti-aircraf: guns, where- 
upon they promptly turned tail, leaving Filley to go on 
his way unmolested to a graceful landing. For his 
courageous part in this brilliant combat, Lieut. Filley 
was awarded the Military Cross. 


Potting a U-Boat From the Air. 

T was on a Sunday morning in 1915 that Flight 
Sub-Lieutenant Viney, R. N. A. S., and Lieut. 
de Sincay of the French Flying Service left their 
aerodrome and set out on a submarine bunt off 

Nieuport. They were well supplied with suitable 
bombs, and by the time they werg five miles west of 
Nieuport were flying at a height of some 3000 feet. 

Looking down, they saw what seemed too good to 
be true. Two submarines were lying side by side on 
the water. The airmen anticipated that immediately 
the drone of their engines was heard by the German 
crews the submarines would submerge. To their aston- 
ishment, however, this did not happen. On closer 
scrutiny the aviators saw gleaming through the water 
the bright yellow of a sandbank, and perceived that 
there was not depth enough for the submarines to 
dive. It was impossible to hope for a more favorable 
opportunity, and the airmen began a quick spiral 
descent. 

The submarines began to try to get away before the 
biplane could draw close enough to drop bombs with 
effect. Viney and Sincay held their missiles, prefer- 
ring not to risk missing, as they might have done had 
they released from too great a height. This caution 
allowed one submarine to escape, for it got up speed 
and zigzagged on the surface in such a way that, al- 
though the biplane was right over it on several occa- 
sions, there was little chance of hitting it.

most immediately there followed a sharp crash, and 
the aviators saw that the first bomb had fallen true, 
hitting the submarine's bridge and crumpling it up. 

The biplane again came round over the doomed 
craft and a second bomb was released. There was a 
second terrific explosion; the aviators saw a great 
gaping hole torn in the stee! skin, and the green water 
rush in. A moment later nothing was to be seen on 
the surface but a wide-spreading circle‘of oil.

“Germans also have large investments here in the 
«hemical industry, and they own a well-known lead- 
pencil factory. They are unlike the ordinary business 
men of any other race in at least one respect. They 
will buy ap establishment in the United States, and, 
if they have confidence in the Americans who run 
it, they will not attempt to interfere in the manage- 
ment and, indeed, will give their investment little of 
their own attention. 

“At the time Count von Bernstorff left the United 
States there were immense stores of Germany-owned 
products in different parts of the country.

Seventy years ago Mrs. Frazer was Laura Hawkins, 
childhood playmate of Sam Clemens. Other and older 
residents of Hannibal deciare that the description of 
her in “Tom Sawyer” recalis her as she appeared to 
them then: 

A lovely little Dlue-eyed crea- 
ture with yellow hair plaited into 
two long-tails, white sunimer frock 
and embroidered pantalettes. 

They go further, and assert that Sam 
Clemens, whom they wnite in declar- 
ing to be the original ef Tom Sawyer. 
strove for her favor as the book sets 
it out:

Mrs. Frazer herself laughs a gentle 
little laugh as she recalls their child- 
hood courtship. She is the matron of 
the Home for the Friendless in Han- 
nibal, a position she has held for 22 
years, and always there are under her 
care 25 boys and girls who need the 
guiding care of a wise, loving woman. 
Perhaps it is because she lives in this 
atmosphere of youth that the years 
have left little mark on Mrs. Frazer. 
Her eyes are clear, her voice vibrant 
and her carriage gracious and perfect- 
ly poised. Not long ago she sat in the 
big parlor of the old fashioned man- 
sion in Hannibal, which now houses 
the Home of the Friendless, and re- 
called her friendship with Samuel 

langhorne Clemens. 

“Yes,” she said, “I was the Becks 
Thatcher of Mr. Clémens’ book. Of 
course I suspected it when I first read 
the ‘Adventures of Tom Sawyer,’” she 
went on. “There were so many inci- 
dents which I recalled as happening to 
Sam Clemens and myself that I felt he 
had drawn a picture of his memory of 
me in the character of Judge Thatch- 
er’s little daughter. But I never con- 
fided my belief to anyone. I felt that 
it would be a presumption to take the 
honor to myself.

Cross charged, but when I was older T 
remember that a young woman teacher 
opened a school after getting 25 pupils 
at $25 each for the year’s tuition. I 
will never forget that Mr. Cross did 
not belie his name, however, or that 
Sam Clemens wrote a bit of doggerel 
about him.” 

She quoted it this way: 


Cross by name and Cross by nature. 
Cross hopped out of an Irish potato. 


“The schoolhouse was a two-story 
frame building with a gallery across 
the entire front,” she resumed. “After 
a year together in that school Sam and 
I went to the school taught by Mrs. 
Horr. It was then he used to write 
notes to me and bring apples to school 
and put them on my desk. And once, 
as a punishment for some prank, he 
had to sit with the girls and occupied 
a vacant seat by me. He didn’t seem 
to mind the penalty at all,” Mrs. 
Frazer added with another laugh, “so 
I don’t know whether it was effective 
as a punishment or not. 

“We hadn't reached the dancing age 
then, but we wente to many ‘play 
parties’ together and romped through 
‘Going to Jerusalem,’ ‘King William 
Was King George’s Son’ and ‘Green 
Grow the Rushes—O.’ 

“Judge Clemens, Sam's father, died 
dnd left the family in straitened cir- 
cumstances, and Sam's schooling ended 
there. He began work in the printing 
office to help out, and when he was 17 
or 18 he left Hannibal to go to work in 
St. Louis. He never returned to live, 
but he visited here often in the years 
that followed.” 

Laura Hawkins married a young 
physician—-Dr. Frazer—and went to 
live in an inland Missouri town, where 
they reared and educated two sons and 
where many years afterward her husband died. Her 
widowhood took her back to Hannibal and to the use- 
ful work in which she still is engaged. 

In 1908 Mrs. Frazer made a trip East, accepting an 
invitation to visit Albert Bigelow Paine at Redding, 
Conn. Mr. Paine ‘had visited Hannibal two years be- 
fore in a search for material for his biography of Mark 
Twain and had made Mrs. Frazer's acquaintance then. 
He mentioned the approaching visit te the great hu- 
morist and Mark Twain promptly sat down and wrote 
Mrs. Frazer that she must be a guest also at Storm- 
field, his Redding estate. So it came about that the 
one time little Laura Hawkins found herself lifting 
the knocker at the beautiful country home of Mark 
Twain in the Connecticut hills. 

“The door was opened by Clara Clemens, Mr. Clew- 
ens’ daughter,” Mrs. Frazer said, “and she threw her 
arms about me and cried: 

“*l know you, for I've seen your picture, and father 
has told me about you. You are Becky Thatcher, and 
I'm happy to see you.’ 

“And that,” Mrs. Frazer said, “was the first time 
I really knew I was the original of the character. al- 
though I had suspected it for 30 years. Clara Clemens, 
you know, even then was a famous contralto, and Ossip 
Gabrilowitsch, whose wife she is now, was ‘waiting’ 
on her at the time. (Continued on Page 15.) 
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peror Charles had disained Germany of trained fighting 
men for his war in Italy against Francis |, King of 
France. On Feb. 24, 1525, the Emperor won his great 
victory over Francis at Pavia, enabling armies of sol- 
diers and mercenaries to be used in Germany. The 
peasants themselves were unused to arms and intol- 
erant of discipline; they appeared to lack that prac- 
tical political sense which guided the revolutions of 
France and England to a triumphant issue, and were 
vuable te introduce any unity into their plans and 
campaigns; and they lost many golden opportunities 
through being unable to resist the temptation to gorge 
and intoxicate themselves on their plunder of food and 
drink. . 

At the beginning the only force which could take 
the field against them was that of the Swabian League, 
a federation of Princes, Barons and cities, and its 
* Generalissimo was George Truchsess, Count of Wald- 
. burg. He adopted the characteristically Prussian policy 
“3 of treating amicably with the peasants and hoodwinking 
them with the pretense of negotiations until he could 
collect military forces sufficient to crush them. The 
men of the soi] were simple enough to be taken in by 
his hypocrisy and were undeceived until he suddenly, 
in a ser'es of fatal blows, sent them crashing down in 
one battle after another. 

The un! indest cut of all was administered by Martin 
Luther. About the middle of April, when all was go- 
ine well with the revolt, he issued a pronunciamento. 


To the Princes he said: “It is not the peasants, my 
c+ar lords, who have set themselves up against you. 
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God Hinmself it is who setteth Himself against ;ou to 
chastise you for your evil-doing. * * * The sword 
is on your neck. Ye think ye sit so strongly in your 
seats that pone may cast you from them. Such pre- 
sumption and obstinate pride will twist your necks, 
as ye shail see.” Apologists for the great reformer 
have been at much pains te explain away a second man- 
ifesto, issued a month later, when the peasant cause 
was doomed. He urged the Princes to extirpate the 
rebels, and if anyone met death in the crusade, he 
wrote, “thou diest in the service of love, to save thy 
neighbors from the bonds of hell and the devil.” This 
utterance has been compared to the slogan of the 
Aibigensian crusade: “Strike them all: God will know 


His own.” 


The first of the irreparable disasters which over- 
threw the peasant was the battle of Boblingen, on 
May 12, which ended the movement in Wurttemberg. 
Three days afterwards the cause was ruined in Thurin- 
gia and the neighboring countries by the defeat at 
Frankenhausen. Truchsess won the battle of Koenigs- 
hofen on June 2, and the movement collapsed in Fran- 
conia. By the end of July the rebellion throughout 
those countries now included in the German empire was 
to all intents and purposes crushed. The last sparis 
were trodden out by the middle of September. 


* The nobiles exacted a fearful vengeance. Cities which . 


had admitted the rebels were sacked and the people 
murdered; the bodies of strangled peasants hung from 
every tree; villages in wide areas were burned; 
ruinous fines were collected. At Zabern--the city fa- 
mous in recent days as the scene of the ‘‘Zabern in- 
cident,” held by many to have been one of the chief 
reasons why the Prussian military machine provoked 
the world war-—occurred a massacre in which 26,000 
peasants perished, their bodies choking the streets 
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ana the city gates. The leaders were hunted down and 
put to death with tortures, some being roasted over 
slow fires. | 

It is estimated that from beginning to end the re- 
vellion cost the lives of 130,000 persons. Millions of 
marks’ worth of property was destroyed. Many of the 
destroyed castles and monasteries were never rebuitt. 
The net result of this greatest revolt of the German 
“common man” against his despdilers was that he 
was bound only more helplessly in the chains of op- 
pression. :

F course, one knew England had changed, 
that it was no longer the conifortable, 
well-ordered, lassez-faire country that 
we from the States had sought when the 
tension of work and hurry made flight 
imperative from the too stimulating, 
dry, electric air of New York, to the 

soft, relaxing, damp, unhurried breezes.of Britain. 

Mrs. Humphrey Ward has made us see the vast fac- 
tories where women of all classes work side by side, 
lifting, measuring, painting shells, or, in the glare of 
the furnace, forging parts of the guns designed to speed 
these shells to their death-dealing end. Indeed, hers 
was the first message that gave any realization of 
the vastness of the change. It means the flocking of 
women from cathedral towns and thatched village, 
from Lancashire and Surrey, from Mayfair and the 
East End, to the many widely scattered, pulsing muni- 
tion works—often housed all together without refer- 
ence to social distinction in Government hotels, where 
quiet rooms and recreation halls and good food are pro- 
vided for the tired workers. 

In some way, this shifting of point of gravity sug- 
gests the changes brought about by the industrial l revo- 
lution more than a hundred years ago, whén men 
crowded éagerly from all parts of England to Man- 
chester and Liverpool and Birmingham, And perhaps 
the results may be equally far-reaching. 

Not only are the factories demanding more and 
more women, but the fields are plowed, the seeds sown 
and the harvests reaped by girls; busses and motors 
are run by them; the ranks of policemen in smaller 
towns, street cleaners, porters, postmen, window clean- 
ers, ticket collectors, messenger “boys,” lift (elevator) 
runners~-all departments of public service—are being 
filled by women, as conscription levies its toll on men. 
And each wearg “upon a working day the garb of her 
profession.” 


So it is not the courage or patience or efficiency ot 


England's women that inspires me today, but their 
garb-—the chiffons of a changed England, the first time 
that staid Britain has created her fashions. And I’m 
not sure that the dress of the working woman is not al- 
most as effective as her work in impressing the im- 
perturbable British male, on whom her protestations 
and demands for larger opportunity for so many years 
have ineffectually beat. 

Curiously enough, a suggestion for the changed 
point of view came first from a tall, exceedingly good- 
looking naval commander at Southampton during the 
weary wait when the numerous and heterogenous lot 
of shapeless bundles and rope-tied boxes belonging to 
passengers from India, Egypt and Malta were absorb- 
ing the attention of the inspectors. Our train from 
Paris bad been the connecting link between the P. &

had explained to the eager, inquisitive American the 
difference between tugs and trawlers, and had pointed 
out the many-funneled Aquitanic emptying her 
wounded into the waiting Red Cross trains. Then he 
asked the question one gets to expect in chance con- 
versations, as to whether America is not making great 
amounts of money out of this war? In reply one ad- 
mits the possibility, but adds tactfully that it may be 
a short-lived prosperity, as industrial agitation comes 
with suddenly inflated manufactures, and when the de- 
mand for these special goods ceases there is always a 
probability of revolutionary tendencies and great dif- 
ficulty in readjustment. 

“Ah,” said he quickly, ‘“‘that’s what we shall face in 
England after the war is over. The women have done 
so magnificently, so much better in many cases than 
the men, that they will hold their jobs, and then—just 
watch them, and you'll see that they not only work 
well, but dress the part so well!”’ 

This from the conservative navy—the stronghold of 
“stand-patism.” 

It was at Harrod’s that | first remembered those 
words, scarcely noticed at the time. At Harrod’s, where 
beguiling clerks make the buying of a toothbrush a joy 
and any commercial dealing a social relaxation! 


My taxi-door was opened by a slender, dark-eyed girl. 
Her long, rough pongee coat reached to the tops of high, 
soft, Russian leather boots. A black band on her Pan- 
ama and the wide black belt clipping her slim waist 
gave an extraordinary effect of her being ready at a 
signal from the orchestra to click her heels ranety and 
execute a wild Polish dance. 


“Some girl,’ I heard a Canadian Tommy say to 
his companion, who was trying to illuminate an idle 
moment by catching her eye and smile. But she was 
all business, her eye and smile reserved for her job. 

A bus back to Oxford Circus. The conductor gave 
food for thought and time for inspection while she 
deftly counted out change for my half crown. On 
ber blonde head was set jauntily a dark blue cap with 
he: number and the bus line embroidered in scarlet 
and gold; the Norfolk jacket buttoned up to her chin 
bore the same on a high straight collar; a short, plain 
skirt over bloomers was met by trim puttees.

(Thomas Y. Crowell Co.). 

One exciting narrative is that of the winning of the 
Military Cross by a former St. Louisan, Oliver Dwight 
Filley, son of the late Oliver B. Filley.

Airman Ditches German Motor Car. 


OWARD the end of 1915, British airmen 
on reconnaissance work over and be- 
hind the German lines in the neighbor- 
hood of Bruges and Nieuport, frequently 
noticed an enemy motor car of great 
speed racing along the roads as if on 
urgent business.

ticular car appeared, all other traffic gave place to it. 
That car became a kind of lodestone to the British avi- 
ators, many of whom tried to put it out of action. Time 
after time they failed, but one day an airman, who, 
like many others, had frequently attacked the car, 
made up his mind that he would settle accounts with 
it. Previously, like his comrades, he had used bombs: 
but it is not edsy to bomb a speeding motor car! 


The day came when, flying at a considerable height, 
the aviator saw the motor car tearing along the road. 
The pilot set off in pursuit. His observer, who under- 
stood the pilot’s ambition, knew that this time bombs 
were to give place to the machine gun. 


The occupants in the car had seen the airplane in 
the distance and were not at all surprised when it 
turned and gave chase. They probably smiled as they 
told themselves they were in little danger. The chauf- 
feur drove the machine at a terrific pace, while the 
officers whom he was driving ever and anon turned 
and looked at the pursuing airplane.

The British pilot had his machine under superb con- 
trol, and when the biplane was within a few yards 
of the pelting motor car the observer opened a hot 
fire at the occupants. So close was the airplane that 
the aviators could see every action of the Germans. 
The chauffeur was bending over his wheel, one of the 
officers was crouching as if hoping to escape the 
stream of bullets, while another, more courageous, 
was actually standing up, revolver in hand, and firing 
for all he was worth in an attempt to drive off the 
attackers. 

Then the chauffeur of the motor car, badly wounded 
by the machine-gun fire, lost control, and the car made 
a dash for the bank at the side of the road. There 
were shouts of dismay from the German officers as 
their doomed machine crashed into the bank, pitching 
them headlong, and adding a finishing touch by turn-

Bitter Surprise for Hostile Arabs. 

LYING in Mesopotamia is by no means 1 pleas- 
ure, At night and in the early morning the 
air at 500 feet is far hotter than on the 
ground, and you must go up 6000 feet before 

you begin to feel cool. The intense heat thins the 
oil; you can never run your motor full out or it will 
get red hot. During the rainy season mud sometimes 
put our machines out of action. After a single day's 
rain at Oran, a 90-horsepower engine and eight men 
could not move an airplane in the dryest part of the 
aerodrome in the dryest part of the camp. Then there 
are the floods. An airplane at Kurna, or Nasiriyeh, 
between April and July, had the same difficulty in 
finding a dry spot as Noah’s dove, 

It was in July, 1915, and an airman, who had gone 


up at Nasiriyeh, was compelled to descend at the _ 


earliest moment, but peer as intently as he might, he 
could see nothing beneath but water. The whole 
country was under flood—and as the airman was fly- 
ing a machine not built to do the work of a seaplane, 
the task was not particularly enchanting, especially as 


he knew that where he must eventually land there 
were a number of Arabs. 

Now, as on one side of the river the Arabs were 
friendly, and on the other were hostile, a great deal 
depended on which side the aviator landed. It called 
for some skillful maneuvering to insure bringing down 
the machine in the right place, but finally he suc- 
ceeded in landing on what he 
thought was the friendly side. No 
sooner had he alighted, however, 
than a number of hostile Arabs ap- 
peared, rushing down toward the 
river bank, evidently intent on 
bagging the great mechanical bird. 
After all he had come down on the 
wrong side! , 


The position was far from a com- 
fortable one for the unfortunate avi- 
ator, for he was knee-deep in water 
and he had only his revolver to de-

A Rescue Out of the Sky. 

LIGHT SUB-LIEUTENANT SMYLIE, R. N. A, 
S., was out to bomb the railway station, Fem 
rijik Junction. ~ White puffs of smoke broke 
out all round, but though the covering of the 

planes was riddled by shrapnel, the Royal Navy Air 

Service man held on. And then, when the work was 

almost done, came the climax: an ominous silence— 

then the thunder again—then once more silence. The 
airman knew what had happened—his engine was 
playing him false. There is a vast difference between 
being “pinked” by a foe and being treated scurvily by 
your own machine; and the man in the single-seater 
biplane soaring so gaily a moment before over the 
hills of Gallipoli said strong things about the engine 
which in calmer moments he had so often lovingly 
tended. Lieut; Smylie put his machine at an angle 
and went volplaning down, taking the birdman’s 
chance that he might land in some lonely place. 
Quickly unstrapping himself he began to inspect the 
engine. What he did not know was that a party of 
Turks had seen the volplaning machine and were rush- 
ing towards it, hugely delighted at the prospect of 
their prize. The Lieutenant, tinkering at his machine, 
suddenly straightened his bent back. Two things he 
had heard—the rushing of feet behind him and the hum 
of something above. Quickly turning round, he saw @

After setting fire to his machine, knowing that this 
would explode the one remaining bomb and insure its 
destruction, he made a leap aside and then looked 
up. What he saw set his blood a-tingling—a single 
seater biplane similar to his own was swooping down, 
and he could see the Vari-colored circles on her planes 
which told him she was British. And she was but e 
few hundred feet above him, coming down as swiftly 
as a stone drops. 

Smylie, clear-eyed and clear-headed, watched 
the one small bomb that remained in place, and, his 
revolver ready in his hand, he ran back, determined te 
blow the machine, and any who got near her, te 
smithereens. The hum of the coming airplane was 
now a thunderous roar. Then came a hail: “Quick, 
man!” 

And the aviator shot—shot with an accuracy thas 
was amazing; there was a sharp explosion, a cloud 
of smoke, a rain of wreckage—and the advancing 
Turks saw nothing of their anticipated prize but scraps 
of wood and steel. 


But they saw something that made them frenzied; 
the second airplane was on the ground, and the strand- 
ed airman was sitting across the fuselage, there being 
no other place for him to sit. In-the brief moments 
that had elapsed he had swung his comrade’s propeller 
and had leaped astride the fuselage at the moment the 
big bird was on the rise. 

There was a rush by the Turks, who were yelling 
excitedly; incredible as it may seem, not one of them 
fired a shot at the aviators. Instead, they tried to 
seize the biplane, as | though they would pall her down 
to earth once more. One or two, indeed, did manage 
to snatch hold of her tail, but they were shaken off 
like so many rats. Up the biplane went with her 
double burden, with the shrapnel bursting all around 
her. The rescuer—it was Flight-Commander Richard 
Bell-Davis—sat in his seat and maneuvered his ma- 
chine into the heights in safety, while the rescued held 
on grimly to the fuselage with hands and feet. | 

Commander Davis received the Victoria Cross and 
Lieut. Smylie the Distinguished Service Order, and 
the announcement of the award referred to the affair 
as “a feat of airmanship that can seldom have been 
equaled for skill and gallantry.”

HERE are not wanting 
signs today that the sit- 
uation in Germany is big 
with the possibilities of 
civil war. The Pan-Ger- 
man newspapers express 
their dread of an uprising 

of the masses against their masters. The 
Weser Zeitung, foreboding such an 
event, declares that the present regime 
“must be preserved even though at the 
bitter cost of a massacre worse than 
St. Bartholomew's and a civil war of 
mutual destruction.”” The Kreutzzeit-

ung rages because the German people 
remained dumb over the victories at Riga and in Italy 
“A shout of joy,” it says, “ought to have arisen from 
Germany when those glad tidings came. It was not to 
be heard.” 

To which the Hamburg Echo replies: ‘Germany 
has no worse enemy than the Pan-Germans,”’ and the 
Socialist leader, Ebert, declared at Dusseldorf that 
“the German working classes will do their duty to the 
full and support the Russian revolutionists in the 
struggle for the triumph of democracy.” A neutral 
observer predicts that “the day is drawing near when 


the German armies will become a terror to their ty- | 


rants, and will call them to account for the slaughter 
of 20 nations.” 

Among the current prophesies none is more often 
heard than that Germany is to experience a repetition 
of the famous Peasants’ War of 1525, when the long- 
suffering, docile and servile Teutonic “common man,” 
maddened by the oppressions and cruelties of thé 
temporal and spiritual lords who were the Junkers of 
that day, uprose in arms by thousands, murdered and 
despoiled their tyrants, and fMlumined all Central and 
Southern Germany with the blaze of castles and mon- 
asteries. At the height of the movement the peas- 
ants had 300,000 armed men. They were finally put 
down through the treachery and the mercenary troops 
of the nobles, who revenged themselves by massacre- 
ing scores of thousands of the proletariat. 


One of the chief causes of the revolt was the Lu- 
theran Reformation, which, preaching that every man 
is equal before God, naturally led many to draw the 
corollary that there should also be equality before 
men. The Reformation came to have not only a re- 
ligious but a political and economic aspect, although 
Luther eventually turned against the peasants and 
blackened his fame by urging the Princes to “crush 
them, strangle them and pierce them, in secret places 
and in sight of men, he who can, even as one would 
strike dead a mad dog.”” The teachings of the Refor- 
mation found inflammable material to ignite, for the 
face of the-common man: was ground under the heel 
of the nobles, who robbed and killed their subjects 
with impunity. 

A small incident, as is often the way, supplied the 
spark. A certain Countess of Lupfen, in the Rhine 
Valley, on a church holiday, required her tenants to 
gather. strawberries and to collect. snai) shells on 
which to wind her skeins after spinning. Their re- 
fusal to obey became a flame running through all the 
neighboring manors. The peasants gathered under a 
former soldier of fortune named Hans Mueller, and 
soon recruited 500 armed men. This was in August, 
1624. During the winter a few castles were sacked and 
burned, including that of the Countess of Lupfen. By 
February, 1525, the movement had overspread .South- 
ern Germany, and in that month was held the “Peas- 
‘ants’ Parliament” at Memmingen, where the cele- 
brated “Twelve Articles” were drawn up. | 

This was a program with the aim of “realizing the 
Kingdom of God upon earth,” by instituting a Chris- 
tian commonwealth based on equality of status and 
community of goods. Among the demands made in 
the articles was that communities should have the 
‘power to choose and displace their pastors, that. the 
peasants should be free and no longer villeins bound 
to the soil, that they should have freedom to hunt

Carrying these very moderate articles at their head, 
armed bands of peasants marched through the coun- 
try, commanding the seigneurs to subscribe to them on 
pain of death and the destruction of their property 
One of these bands was led by a young innkeeper 
of rebellious temper, Jacklein Rohrbach by name, who 
was attended by a gypsy woman reputed to be a 
witch, who was called “Black Hoffmann.”' His inn was 
near Heilbronn. Near here, in the township of Weins- 
berg, occurred in April the event famous under the 
name of “the Blood Vengeance.” 


The lord of the castle was Count Ludwig von Helfen- 


stein, whoses wife was the natural daughter of Em- - 


peror Maximilian, and a half-sister of Emperor Charles 
V. Helfenstein was only 27 years old, but he had al- 
ready signalized himself as an active killer of peas- 
ants. He and his knights had recently massacred a 
body of them in cold blood at Weinsberg. It was for 
this deed that Rohrback swore blood vengeance against 
the Count and marched against his castle with a large 
force. 


It was defended by about 80 tnights at arms, but 
the valiant Jac‘lein and his followers stormed the 
stronghold and slaughtered most of them in the first 
few minutes. The Count, his Countess and their 2-year- 
old son, with 18 !nights, were ta*en captive; The 


‘Count himself begged for mercy from the innkeeper and 


offered an immense sum as ransom, but Jacklein de- 


‘clared he would not spare the Count’s life for ‘60,000 


kegs of pearls.” | 

He sentenced Helfenstein to die by the ignominious 
sentence of running the gantlet. a punishment re- 
served for common soldiers. A double line of spears 
was formed. . The Countess threw herself at the peas 
ant leader's fevt. He tneit on her bosom, saslatmninn: 


“Behold, brethren, Jacklein Rohrback kneels on the

“Vengeance!” shouted the peasants. “Countess Helf- 
enstein,” cried one, “thy horsemen, thy dogs and thy 
huntsmen have trodden down my fields.

Playing the air and dancing, the 
piper led the way to the spears. The Countess was held 


‘upright by two men so that she could see hef hus- 


band die. As the Count fell with a dozen spears in his 
body, the “Black Hoffman” rushed forward and buried 
a dagger in his heart.

rose all had died the death of the spears save the . 


Countess and her son. She was stripped and garbed 
in a beggar woman's garb and put into a cart. Jack- 
lein, having donned the Count’s dress, bade her fare- 
well. “In a golden chariot camest thou hither; in a 
dungéart shalt thou depart hence! Tell thine Em- 
peror this, and greet him from me.” The Countess 
ended her days in a convent and the boy was brought 
up in the church; Jacklein a few months later was 
captured by junker forees and burned at the stake. 


This event demoralized many of the nobility and 
the cities, which surrendered to the peasants one after 
another without.a blow. Noblemen and knights sub- 
scribed to the Twelve Articles, and some even joined 
the insurgents.. The Knight Goetz von Berlichingen, 
hero of Goethe's drama, became Commander jn Chief 
of the peasanta—-under duress and against his will, 


he explained, after the revolt had collapsed—and Flori- 


an Geyer, another knight, became the paladin of the 
movement, his name having been revered for centuries 
in Germany as that of a leader .of demorrasy’ without 


fear or reproach. 


Through February, March, April and part of May 
the rebellion carried everything before it. The peas- 
ants flacked to the banners of the leaders in every 
state, until at one time 300,000 of them—an enormous 
force in those days---were under arms. More than 1000 
castles, of both temporal and religious Princes, were 
stormed, looted and burned and hundreds of nobles 
were executed, while thousands of others fied for their 
lives. The peasants were so sure of their triumph that 
they had plans to invade France and free the “common 
men” in that country from the tyranny of their 
seigneurs. 

But the movement carried the seeds of disaster. It

MONG the tmprecedented situations cre- 
ated in thf® country by the war, 
none perhaps is more unusual than 
that resulting from the passage of 
the alien property act, which has auto- 
matically given to one man, former 
Represesntative A. Mitchell Palmer of 
. Pennsylvania, control of millions of dollars’ worth of 
stocks and other securities and a voting power on 
various boards of directors that puts this Quaker 
lawyer in a class far ahead of Morgan and Rocke- 
feller. 

Nor does his dominion end here. It is part of Mr. 
Palmer's job, as Custodian of Alien Property, to look 
“the country over and find out what business con- 
_terns are owned, wholly or in part, by Germans, Aus- 
trians or citizens of countries allied with Germany, 
who have their residences in these countries. If the. 
_ businets is a going concern he is authorized under the 
law to permit it to continue, but the profits must 
be turned over to him for investment in Liberty Bonds 
or in any other cause which would benefit the Govern- 
ment most at the time. If he finds that a business is 
not payiug he can close it, and use the proceeds as 
he sees fit.

“There was a heavy liquida- 
tion in German-owned shares and: bonds of American 
enterprises at the beginning of the European wer. 
Hundreds of millions of dollars passed by that process 
from New York to Berlin. The selling was greatly 
checked, however, when the United States itself got 
into the war, but sales continued to be made through 
the agency of neutral countries. 

“Shares and bonds could be sent, let us say, to 
Madrid or to some city in South America and from 
there shipped to New York and sold. The money 
reached Berlin by the same instrumentalities and 
over the same route. 

“The law of Oct. 6 stops all such transactions. 
Every corporation in the United States must give the 
Alien Property Custodian the names of its share- 
holders living in Germany and the countries allied 
with Germany. Every bank is required to submit a 
list of its depositors who belong to the classes | have 
named. -Kvery partnership in which persons residing 
in Germany or in the territory of its allies are finan- 
cially interested must report the identity of such per- 
sons under oath. Failure in any of these respects to 
comply wiih the law can be punished by a fine of $10,- 
000, by imprisonment for 10 years or by both a fine 
and term in the penitentiary. 

“A German, living in Hamburg, as an illustration, 
owns 1000 shares of the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. 
He purchased the shares in New York and, following 
the usual custom, left the certificates with his bank- 
er or broker in that city.

dends on the stock and vote the stock at all of the 
meetings of the shareholders of the railroad. I am 
temporarily the German in Hamburg, except that I 
do not use the dividends, but deposit them in the 
Treasury of the United States, so that they can be 
invested in Liberty Bonds. 

“Thousands of railway and other shares are still 
owned by persons residing in Germany. Some are 
owned outright and others are being carried on mar- 
gins. A broker who came to my office the other day 
said that a man in Berlin was carrying $500,000 worth 
of American stocks when war was declared last April. 
Communication between broker and customer was cut 
off. Stocks having fallen in price, the margins of the 
customer were almost exhausted. The broker, under 
the rules of speculation, could not close the account 
without notifying the customer. ‘What am I to do? 
he asked. 

‘Sell the stocks,’ 1 told him, ‘and send me a state- 
ment.” He disposed of the stocks and found that 
the German had a credit of $14,000 remaining. The 
money went into the funds of the United States and 
will be spent in the war against the Prussians. 

“The broker informed me that his office alone had 
283 open accounts with Germans residing in Germany 
at the beginning of the war between that country 
and the United States. There were, of course, many 
similar accounts with other brokers in New York.”’ 

“What eventually will become of the property that 
is being seized by the Government?’ Mr. Palmer was 
asked. 

“Well, that is a matter which must be decided by 
Congress. I can not predict what will be done at 
the end of the war. But you know that the United 
States is governed in all of its acts by the principles 
of justice. Whatever may occur, the’ United States, 
with possibly a billion dollars’ worth of German prop- 
erty in its possession, will be in a good position when 
it sits down in the counci!] room to negotiate a settle- 
ment with the Germans. 

“There are hundreds of concerns in New York that 
are partly or wholly owned by Germans in Germany,” 
Mr. Palmer continued. “I shall deal with them as 
rapidly as possible. The prosperous ones probably will 
be permitted to do business. Those that are not pros- 
perous will have to be closed, I suppose. If a store 


or a factory is owned jointly by Americans and by

They've left off 
being silent now, and have gone to the other ex- 
treme, and from not talking to me at all have jumped 
to talking to me all together. They tell me over and 
over again that I'm in the most beautiful city in the 
world. You never knew such eagerness and persist- 
euce as these German boarders have when it comes 
to praising what is theirs, and also when it comes to 
criticising what isn’t theirs. They’re so funny and 
personal. They say, for instance, London is too 
hideous for words, and then they look at me defiantly, 
as though they had been insulting some personal defect 
They point out 
the horrors of the slums to me as though the slums 
were on my face. They tell me pityingly what they 
look like, what terrible blots and deformities they are, 
and how !—they say England, but no one could dream 
frometheir manner that it wasn’t me—can never hope 
to be regarded as fit for self-respecting European 
soriety while these spots and sore places are not 
purged away. 

The other day they assured me that England as a na- 
tion is really unfit for any decent other nation to know 
politically, but they added with stiff bows in my direc- 
tion, that sometimes the individual inhabitant of that 
low-minded and materialistic country is not without 
amiability, especially if he or she is by some miracle 
without the lofty, high-nosed manner that as a rule 
50 regrettably characterizes the unfortunate people. 
“Sie sind so hochnasig,” the bank clerk who sits oppo- 
site me had shouted out, pointing an accusing finger 
at me; and for a moment I was so startled that I 
thought something disastrous had happened to my 


nose, and my anxious hand flew up to it. Then they ~

{ sit neatly in my ehair while this sort of talk goes 
en--and it goes on a@t every meal now that they have 
got over the preliminary stage of icy coldness towards 
me--and I try to be sprightly, and bandy my six Ger- 
man words about whenever they seem appropriate.

Well, | didn't write on Wednesday, I resisted. (Good 
morning, darling mother.) I knew quite well it 
wouldn't be a post card, or anything even remotely 
related to the post card family. It would be a letter. 
A long letter. And presently I’d be writing every 
day, and staying all soft; living in the past, instead 
of getting on with my business, which is the future. 
That is what I've got to do at this moment: not think 
too much of you: and home, but turn my face away 
from both those sweet, desirable things so that I may 
get back to them quicker. It’s true we haven’t got a 
home, if a home is a house and furniture; but home 
to your Ohris:is where you are. Just simply anywhere 
and everywhere you are. It’s very convenient, isn't it, 
to have it so much concentrated and so movable. 
Portable, I mfight say, seeing how little you are and 
how big I am. 

But you know, darling mother, it makes it easier 
for me to harden and look ahead with my chin in the 
air rather than over my shoulder batk at you when I 
see, as I do see all day long, the extreme sentimentality 
oi the Germans. It is very surprising. They’re the 
oddest mixture of what really is a brutal hardness, 
the kind of hardness that springs from real funda- 
mental differences from ours in their attitude towards 
life, and a squashiness that leaves one with one’s 
mouth open.

as often as not the man whose honor is being satisfied 
is the one who is killed; we fear all those above us, 
of whom there are invariably a great many; we fear 
all officials, and our country drips with officials. The 
only person we do not fear is God.” 

“Rut’——I began, remembering their motto, be- 
stowed on them by Bismarck. 

“Yes, yes, I know,” he interrupted. “It is not, how- 
ever, true. The contrary is the truth. We Germans 
fear not God, but everything else in the world. It is 
only fear that makes us polite, fear of the duel; for, 
like the child and the savage, we have not had time 
to acquire the habit of good manners, the habit which 
makes manners inevitable and invariable, and it is 
not natural to us to be polite.
